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1. An armament plant with the nurber 239 or 267 is located on the eastern edre 
of the tom of Pelropavlovsk/Kazalthastan (51950'N/69°10'h) about 1 kn east 
of the Ishim River. On the north, the plant installation borcers the trans~ 
Siberian railroac, in the west anc the south on a spur track leadi:g from 
the railroad station to the plant and to @ power station which was erected 
during the period of reference. 


2. The plant compr’ses iwo portions, The older one which was erected about 1930 
was said to have been used in manufacturing sea mines from the date of its 
completion. in 19h2 another factory was transferred there from Kostov on 
the Don, Extensive new buildings were added, ‘che new plant comprises an area 
of 2 x 2 km and is surroundec by a board fence with watch towers. / lerge 
settlement for plant personnel is adjacent to the plant. 


3. In the old plant, the most important building is the foundry where mine 
cases were manufactured by the centrifugal-castin: method. Finishing work 
was done in the ".echanieal lactory" which included a turnery anc a milling 
shop. 


. The nevr plant was nearly completed in March 1948. The name and the arranye~ 
nent of the new plant seemec to indicate that the plant was to be an expansion 
of the old plant. A large workshop with machine tools and a second workshop 
with presses and punchin;, machines were completed. 


5. Spherical iine cases, 1,200 to 1,300 mm in diometer with a wall thiclness 
of 250 mui,were manufactured in tic two factorics. Six to eight pisten-~shapec 
detonetors, about 300 mm long, were screed inte the upner half of the eases, 
The finished cases were shippec empty by rail. Juccing from their labels they 
were shippec to Sevastopol anc gostov on Don. The labor force numbered about 
1,000 persons. “ork was done in three shifts.

new plants were erected already during the war with a view to concentrate the
